At the first meeting of the Joint Library 
Committee at every Session of Parliament, 
the Librarian shall report a list of the books 
absent at the commencement of the Session, 
specifying the names of any persons who have 
retained the same in contravention of the 
foregoing Rules. 


In addition to the foregoing rules, the Joint 
Library Committee have agreed to the follow- 
ing New Rules, to which the attention of 
persons frequenting the Library, or making use 
of any books belonging thereto, is specially 
requested : 


1. It os strictly forbidden to make any mark 
by pencil or otherwise, in any books 
belonging to the Library, or to turn 
down leaves therein, or otherwise deface 
the same. 


2. No person (other than a member of 
Parliament) is permitted to have access 
to any of the Galleries surrounding the 
Library without the express permission 
of the Librarian or unless accompanied 
by an officer of the Library. 


3. No visitor shall be permitted to remain in 
the Library with his hat on; nor will 
smoking or spitting on the floor or 
carpet be permitted in any of the 
Library apartments. 


4. No audible conversation will be allowed 
in the reading room; nor shall any 
person be permitted to partake of 
refreshments therein; and no dogs shall 
be allowed in the Library.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN FOR 1938 
To the Honourable the Speaker of the Senate, 
To the Honourable the Speaker of the House of Commons. 


The General Librarian of Parliament has the honour to submit the Report 
on the Library for 1938. 


Work on the Supplementary Catalogue of books donated and purchased 
during 1938 has been steadily pushed and the Catalogue will be issued at an 
earlier date than usual. 


The undersigned records with regret the passing of the Honourable Martin 
Burrell, P.C., LL.D., Parliamentary Librarian, former Minister of Agriculture 
and holder of three other portfolios in the Cabinets of Sir Robert Borden. Mr. 
Burrell died at his residence on the 20th March last, after a short illness. He 
was in his eightieth year. Mr. Burrell was eminent as a statesman, a man of 
letters, and an eloquent and witty speaker. His death constitutes a loss to the 
whole Dominion, particularly to those who were in close contact with him. When 
he retired from political life in 1920 he became Parliamentary Librarian. 
Surrounded by books he loved so well, he found in that position the greatest 
pleasure in his life of service. He was a warm friend, a delightful companion, 
a most interesting conversationalist, an author of distinction, an excellent 
speaker, an amusing and interesting raconteur and a great music lover. Kindly 
and courteous, he will be long remembered by the staff of the Parliamentary 
Library. 


On October ist last, Mr. Albert Beaudry, French Senior Library Assistant, 
was retired on superannuation. Mr. Beaudry had done honourable and useful 
service in the Library for fifty-one years. The Civil Service Commission has 
appointed to the vacant position Mr. EK. E. Trudel who has been a Library 
Assistant since 1920. 


The congested state of the Library has been referred to many times during 
the past few years. The General Librarian, at the previous suggestions of the 
Joint Committee, has been taking up the matter with the Public Works Depart- 
ment. Temporary relief of a substantial character has been afforded by the 
allocation to the Library, by the Minister of Public Works, of a large room in the 
Records Building. By the courtesy of the Department of Public Works, this 
room will be fittted with ten thousand feet of shelving. During next year some 
80,000 volumes of Sessional Papers will have to be transferred there and shelved. 
While this does not settle the question of adequate provision for the expansion 
of the Library in the future, it does afford some relief and will make for more 
convenient arrangement and disposal of the books now in the Library. 


The work of indexing the Catalogue on cards has been going on for three 
years. A long time will elapse before that work is completed as there are some 
five hundred thousand volumes to be so indexed. 


An endeavour has been made to secure for the Library the most important 
of the new books, especially those dealing with economics, political and social 
science, and constitutional questions. The Library has made every effort to see 
that our collection of documents published by the different Provinces and by

Le ler octobre dernier, M. Albert Beaudry, aide-bibliothécaire senior fran- 
cais, a été mis a sa retraite. Pendant cinquante et un ans il a rendu de précieux 
services & la Bibliothéque du Parlement. La Commission du Service Civil l’a 
remplacé par M. E. E. Trudel, qui était déja aide-bibliothécaire depuis 1920. 


L’encombrement de la bibliothéque a été signalé & maintes reprises dans les 
rapports antérieurs des bibliothécaires. Le Bibliothécaire Général, s’inspirant 
des suggestions déja émises par le Comité Conjoint de la bibliothéque, s’est abou- 
ché avec les autorités du Ministere des Travaux Publics qui nous ont allégé 
d’autant en mettant 4 notre disposition un espace considérable dans le nouvel 
Edifice des Archives.

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other Dominions is complete and up-to-date. We have also been successful in 
obtaining copies of the briefs submitted to the Royal Commission on Dominion- 
Provincial Relations by the Provincial Governments and by various public and 
private bodies. 


Among the valuable additions to the library in the past year may be 
mentioned the first complete edition of the “ Greville Memoirs, 1814-1860”, 
edited by Lytton Strachey and Roger Fulford, and of which only 630 sets have 
been printed; one volume of |‘ Encyclopédie Francaise” and the ‘“ Nouvelle 
Encyclopédie pratique de |’Electricité ”’ by Henri Desarces. 


In addition to the ordinary purchase of works dealing with Canadian or 
American history, we were fortunate enough to secure at a recent auction sale 
of a booklover’s library, a few Canadian incunabula and other rare and valuable 
books. ; 


Another beautiful volume of the Catalogue of Mr. Frederick J. Nettlefold’s 
art collection has been received. This and many other interesting donations, 
which will be found listed in the first pages of the Supplementary Catalogue, are 
gratefully acknowledged.

RESPECTING THE 


LIBRARY OF PARLIAMENT 


A proper Catalogue of the. Books belonging 
to the Library shall be kept by the Librarians 
in whom the custody and responsibility thereof 
shall be vested; and who shall be required to 
report to the Houses through Mr. Speaker, at 
the opening of each Session, the actual state 
of the Library. 

No person shall be entitled to resort to the 
Library during the Session of Parliament 
except the Governor General, the members of 
the Privy Council, and of the Senate and 
House of Commons, and the Officers of both 
Houses, and such other persons as may receive 
a written order of admission from the Speaker 
of either House. Members may personally 
introduce strangers to the Library during the 
daytime, but not after the hour of seven 
o’clock P.M. 

During a session of Parliament no books 
belonging to the Library shall be taken out of 
the Building, except by the authority of the 
Speaker or upon receipts given by a member 
of either House. 

During the recess of Parliament, the Library 
and Reading Room shall be open every day in 
each week, Sundays and holidays excepted, 
from the hour of ten in the morning until four 
in the afternoon; and access to the Library 
shall be permitted to persons introduced by a 
member of the Legislature, or admitted at the 
discretion of the Librarians; subject to such 
regulations as may be deemed necessary for 
the security and preservation of the collection; 
but no one shall be allowed to take any book 
out of the Library except members of the 
Legislature, and such others as may be 
authorized by the Speaker of either House. 

During the recess of Parliament, no member 
of either House not residing at the seat of 
Government shall have liberty to borrow or 
have in his possession at any one time more 
than three works from the Library, or to retain 
the same for a longer period than one month. 

No other person who may be privileged by 
card, by the Speaker of either House, to bor- 
row books from the Library, shall be allowed 
to have in his possession more than two bovks 
at any one time, or to retain the same longer 
than three weeks and all such persons shall 
return the books so taken when required by 
the Librarians. 

No books of reference or books of special 
cost and value may be removed from the seat 
of Government under any circumstances.

In addition to the foregoing rules, the Joint 
Library Committee have agreed to the follow- 
ing New Rules, to which the attention of 
persons frequenting the Library, or making use 
of any books belonging thereto, is specially 
requested : 


1. It is strictly forbidden to make any mark 
by pencil or otherwise, in any books 
belonging to the Library, or to turn 
down leaves therein, or otherwise deface 
the same. 


2. No person (other than a member of 
Parliament) is permitted to have access 
to any of the Galleries surrounding the 
Library without the express permission 
of the Librarian or unless accompanied 
by an officer of the Library. 


3. No visitor shall be permitted to remain in 
the Library with his hat on; nor will 
smoking or spitting on the floor or 
carpet be permitted in any of the 
Library apartments. 


4. No audible conversation will be allowed 
in the reading room; nor shall any 
person be permitted to partake of 
refreshments therein; and no dogs shall 
be allowed in the Library.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN FOR 1939 


To the Honourable the Speaker of the Senate, 
To the Honourable the Speaker of the House of Commons. 


The General Librarian of Parliament has the honour to submit the Report 
on the Library for 1939. 


Work on the Supplementary Catalogue of books donated and purchased 
during 1939 has been rapidly proceeded with and the Catalogue will be issued 
in a very short time. 


On July 31st last, Mr. Oswald Souliére, French Cataloguer, who had been 
in the Library for twenty-eight years, was retired on Superannuation. After 
competitive examinations, the Civil Service Commission appointed Mr. Lucien 
Lusignan to the vacant position. Mr. Lusignan is a Master of Commerce of the 
Montreal University and a graduate of the Library School of the same University. 
He had also previously been a Library Assistant since 1934. 


The promotion of Mr. E. E. Trudel to the rank of French Senior Library 
Assistant created a vacancy in the position of Library Assistant. After having 
complied with the rules and regulations of the Civil Service Commission, Mr. 
Lovis Tarte has been appointed to that position. Mr. Tarte is a B.A. of Ottawa 
University and a graduate of the Montreal University Library School. 


The work of indexing the Catalogue on cards has been steadily going on. 


During the year, some 80,000 volumes of Sessional Papers have been 
transferred to a large room in the Records Building allocated to the Library by 
the Minister of Public Works. While this does afford some relief, it does not 
settle the question of the congested state of the Library. 


At the outbreak of war there was a great demand for British and Canadian 
documents published during and just after the last war: the Library fortunately 
had an adequate supply of these. Copies of all emergency legislation, white 
papers, and other documents were immediately ordered from England, and a 
standing order has been given to our English agents for all future publications. 

The privileges of the Library have been given to the various visiting 
British missions. 

There has been indeed a marked diminution in the output of books of 
general literature in England and France since the beginning of war; moreover 
the delivery of books from abroad has been delayed owing.to the difficulty of 
transport. Nevertheless, to both the English and French sections of the Library 
many new important works on economic, international, and historical questions, 
et cetera, have been added during the past year. 


Among the more interesting or valuable donations received during the year 
were The Great Chronicle of London, a gift from the Rt. Hon. The Viscount 
Wakefield of Hythe, G.C.V.O.; and from Frederick John Nettlefold, Esq., of 
London, the fourth and final volume of the Catalogue Raisonné of the pictures 
and drawings in his famous collection.

Le Bibliothécaire général du Parlement a |’honneur de vous présenter le 
rapport de la Bibliotheque pour l’année 1939. 

On a procédé sans tarder a la préparation du Supplément au Catalogue de 
la bibliothéque qui contient la liste des livres achetés et recus en don, et ce 
Supplément paraitra sous peu. 

Le 31 juillet dernier, M. Oswald Souliére, catalogueur francais, a été mis 
a sa retraite aprés vingt-huit années de services rendus 4 la Bibliotheque. Aprés 
examen de concours, la Commission du Service civil a désigné a ce poste M. 
Lucien Lusignan, licencié en sciences commerciales de |’Université de Montréal 
et diplomé de ]’Ecole de Bibliothécaires de la méme Université. M. Lusignan 
avait, au cours des cing années précédentes, rempli les fonctions d’aide-biblio- 
thécaire. :

On a 
immédiatement commandé en Angleterre tout ce qui a trait a la guerre: copies 
des lois d’urgence, papiers blancs et autres documents; et nos agents de |’endroit 
ont recu l’ordre de nous faire parvenir sans autre avis tout ce qui se publiera a 
ce sujet. 

La Bibliothéque a ouvert large ses portes aux différentes missions britanni- 
ques de passage a Ottawa. 

La guerre a ralenti la production d’ouvrages purement littéraires en France 
et en Angleterre, et les difficultés de transport ont retardé la livraison des volu- 
mes qui nous viennent d’outre-mer. Malgré tout, la Bibliothéque a ajouté sur 
ses rayons nombre de nouveaux ouvrages trés importants, anglais et francais, 
sur les questions économiques, internationales, historiques, etc.

Great Chronicle of London, provenant du Trés Honorable Vicomte Wakefield of 
Hythe, G.C.V.O., et, de la part de Frederick John Nettlefold, Esq., de Lon- 
dres, le quatriéme et dernier volume du Catalogue Raisonné des tableaux et 
dessins de sa célebre collection.

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RULES OF BOTH HOUSES OF PARLIAMENT 


RESPECTING THE 


LIBRARY O# PARLIAMENT 


A proper Catalogue of the Books belonging 
to the Library shall be kept by the Librarians 
in whom the custody and responsibility thereof 
shall be vested; and who shall be required: to 
report to the Houses through Mr. Speaker, at 
the opening of each Session, the actual state 
of the Library. 

No person shall be entitled to resort to the 
Library during the Session of Parliament 
except the Governor General, the members of 
the Privy Council, and of the Senate and 
House of Commons, and the Officers of both 
Houses, and such other persons as may receive 
a written order of admission from the Speaker 
of either House. Members may personally 
introduce strangers to the Library during the 
daytime, but not after the hour of seven 
o'clock, P.M. 

During a session of Parliament no books 
belonging to the Library shall be taken out of 
the Building, except by the authority of the 
Speaker or upon receipts given by a member 
of either House. 

During the recess of Parliament, the Library 
and Reading Room shall be open every day in 
each week, Sundays and holidays excepted, 
from the hour of ten in the morning until four 
in the afternoon; and access to the Library 
shall be permitted to persons introduced by a 
member of the Legislature, or admitted at the 
discretion of the Librarians; subject to such 
regulations as may be deemed necessary for 
the security and preservation of the collection: 
but no one shall be allowed to take any book 
out of the Library except members of the 
Legislature, and such others as may be 
authorized by the Speaker of either House. 

During the recess of Parliament, no member 
of either House not residing at the seat of 
Government shall have liberty to borrow or 
have in his possession at any one time more 
than three works from the Library, or to retain 
the same for a longer period than one month. 

No other person who may be privileged by 
card, by the Speaker of either House, to bor- 
row books from the Library, shall be allowed 
to have in his possession more than two books 
at any one time, or to retain the same longer 
than three weeks and all such persons shall 
return the books so taken when required by 
the Librarians. 

No books of reference or books of special 
cost and value may be removed from the seat 
of Government under any circumstances. 

At the first meeting of the Joint Library 
Committee at every Session of Parliament, 
the Librarian shall report a list of the books 
absent at the commencement of the Session, 
specifying the names of any persons who have 
retained the same in contravention of the 
foregoing Rules.

Library Committee have agreed to the follow- 
ing New Rules, to which the attention of 
persons frequenting the Library, or making use 
of any books belonging thereto, is specially 
requested : 


1. It is strictly forbidden to make any mark 
by pencil or otherwise, in any books 
belonging to the Library, or to turn 
down leaves therein, or otherwise deface 
the same. 


2. No person (other than a member of 
Parliament) is permitted to have access 
to any of the Galleries surrounding the 
Library without the express permission 
of the Librarian or unless accompanied 
by an officer of the Library. 

3. No visitor shall be permitted to remain in 
the Library with his hat on; nor will 
smoking or spitting on the floor or 
carpet be permitted in any of the 
Library apartments. 


4. No audible conversation will be allowed 
in the reading room; nor shall any 
person be permitted to partake of 
refreshments therein; and no dogs shall 
be allowed in the Library.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN FOR 1940 


To the Honourable the Speaker of the Senate, 
To the Honourable the Speaker of the House of Commons. 


The General Librarian of Parliament has the honour to submit the Report 
on the Library for 1940. 


The Supplementary Catalogue of books donated and purchased during 
1940 will be issued early in 1941. 


Through the co-operation of the Minister of Public Works very important 
and much needed improvements have been made in the Library heating system 
as well as in the lighting, and the antiquated fire-protection devices have been 
replaced by up-to-date equipment. 


Considerable relief from the congested condition of the library has been 
afforded through the transfer of 80,000 Sessional Papers to the new Records 
Building; but lack of space still remains an acute problem. 


There has been a very large decrease in the vote available for the purchase 
of books, and war taxes have added to their cost. The strictest economy has 
therefore been used, especially in the purchase of lighter literature. A number 
of important books relating to various aspects of the war and to the special 
needs of Parliament have, however, been added to the Library. Despite the 
difficulties and hazards of ocean transportation no official papers or documents 
of Great Britain or the Dominions have been lost or unduly delayed. 


War conditions and greatly advanced prices make it increasingly difficult to 
procure French books. 


A list of donations will appear in the Supplementary Catalogue. It should 
be pointed out that many of these donations are received under the system of 
exchange which exists among the important libraries of the British Dominions 
and the United States.
